DRIVING THROUGH MUD. 

How t.. 1'ro.ni W a a a t aaa Wear aad Deaag 
■>i Bagaiaa ana Wagons. 
After a heavy rain, when carriage 
roads are covered w ith two or three in- 

inchca (mora or laaa) of partly liquid 

mud. a buggy may be driven for miles 
with such care as to receive very little 
of ii except what adheres to the rims 
of the wheels. Or a mud-pool extend- 
ing the whole breadth of the road may 
have to be passed and would spoil the 
new varnish of the vehicle u n le ,s the 
driver has learned by trial how fast 
he must drive for the occasion. We 
have seen careful driving over a cer- 
tain road, with scarcely tiny deface 
ment; and again heedless driving over 
the same line with formidable damage, 

A vehicle which is allowed tol MM 

covered more or less with soli and 
sand is worn out in half the time w hich 
■ clean one may continue to be used 

When it is remembered that the wheel 

vehicles of the country at large have 
eosl the owners in the aggregate more 
than two hundred in i I lion dollars, the 
uiuoimt of money saved in preventing 
I II, ss wear and decay must be 0 fe- 
lt the horse Is driven on a w villi, or 
about throe miles au hour, the mud 
will adhere to the rim of the wheels 
and be carried up by them as they 
revolve. Its' weight will cause it to 
drop on the spokes ami hub, ami 
these, in a short time, will be cov- 
ered with it in one adhering mass. 
Hut drive a little faster, on a slow or 
moderate trot, four and a half or live 
miles an hour, and then the mud which 
is carried upon the rim of the wheels

Monthly Crop Report. 

Office Of Commissioner of Agriculture, ) 
Horticulture, and Statistics, 
Frankfort Ky., October 5, 1891. J 

Corn.-At the date of my last report 
the corn crop wm very sappy, an<: se- 
rious doubU were entertained a* to 
whether it would mature before frost. 
The ground wan then very wet, and had 
been for nearly two weeks. But since 
that time we have had no rain of conse- 
quence, with very warm days, and almost 
constant sunshine. These causes have 
combined to hasten maturity, and at 
thia writing it is safe from frost. The 
acreage is 5 p. r c nt. in cxc&» of 18iM), 
• id it, taking it all together, the best 
corn crop possibly ever raised in the 
State, and is certainly the largest— ears 
are long and well filled. The stand was 
good with average cultivation, and will 
reach the gathering season without espe- 
cial injury from any source. 18!H) pro- 
duced a very short corn crop, only 26) 
bushela to the acre; the best estimate 
that can be made on the present crop is 
87) bushels to the acre as a Slate aver- 
age. It is also a good fodder-prod ucing 
crop. In our next report will more fully 
elaborate the Htate average per aero and 
total State yield. It is sufficient to fay 
we are safe in the hope of au abundance 
of hog and homiuy. 

Wheat.— The present crop has general- 
ly been threshed, and is a good flour-pro- 
ducing crop. With the exception of 
some smnt and cockle, there is little com- 
plaint. New and improved seeds, well 
and thoroughly cleaned, are being largely 
introduced, over 2,000 bushels having 
been distributed alone through this of- 
fice. Large importations have been made 
from Western States, and there seems to 
be a general disposition to sow nothing 
but the best qualities adapted to the dif- 
ferent soils on which they are sown. 

Heeding the new crop is now under full 
headway. Home of the early sowing is 
already up; but the extremely dry weatl - 
er is seriously retarding ita growth, aud 
prevents the sprouting of that sown and 
not up. For this crop we need rain bad- 
ly. There is promise of a large acreage. 
It is too early to give details of the full 
seeding; will do so November 1st. The 
Htate average in bushels for five years, 
from 1886 to 1890, has been 8,541,295 
bushels per year, 1890 being the lowest 
and 1 88 the highest. The total yiel i 
in 1890 was t>,97!»,749 bushels, with five 
per ceut. increase in acreage iu 1891 over 
1890. The best calculations of increase 
of yield in 1891 over 1890 would make 
the total yield of the State in bushels in 
1891 10,300,208, au increase over 1890 of 
8,280,459 bushels. The geueral shortage 
of grain in most foreign countries gives 
a promising outlook for better prices 
than now prevail. 

Tobacco.— The total product of tobac- 
co in Kentucky from 1881 to 1890 wait 
1,807,864,610 pounds; product for live 
years, from 1881 to 18i<5, 881,888,680 
pounds; product for five years, from 1888 
to 1890, 945,694,950 pounds; average 
product per year from 180] to 1890, 186,- 
786,610 pounds; average product pel 
year from 1881 to 1885, being five years, 
184,333,982 pounds; average proditet per 
year from 1888 to 1880, being five years, 
189,138,990 pounds. The estimates of 
the present 1891 crop over L880 is 6 per 
cent, in acreage aud 5 per cent, in 
pounds, taking both together, aud add- 
ing to the product of 1890, which was 
166,811,966 pounds, and estimating the 
1890 crop at 750 to the acre as a Htate 
average, the total product of 1891 ahould 
be 185,660,212 pounds. In this report 
the acreage is increased from 4 J to 6 per 
cent, over my last report as compared 
with 1890. Taking five years as an aver 
age, the product of 1891 would be in ex- 
cess of 1,826,280 pounds of the average 
for five years from 1881 to 1888, aud 
short of the average from 1886 to 1890of 
8,478,779 pounds, or 1,076,898 pounds 
short of au average for the past ten 
years. This is baaed upon the assessors' 
returns, and is not claimed to be exactly 
correct; but all calculations are made up- 
on the same basis, supplemented by 
about 1,200 intelligent correspondents in 
the principal tobacco sections. The total 
acreage in 1890, 222,415; the total acre- 
age in 1891,235,759. 

At the date of my report of September 
6th excessive rains had prevailed for 
about six days, and the crop was seiious- 
ly imperiled by excessive moisture at the 
critical period of its maturity. The rain 
had been largely in eiceas of the require- 
ments of the crop, aud the weather had 
been too cool, with too little suushine to 
insure a broad and spready leaf, with 
small fibres aud silky texture. Rut all 
at once the rains ceased, aud a perpetual 
sunshine followed durlug the mouth of 
September. The days were warm and 
dry. The nights were reaaouatdy cool, 
fend, as a result, the crop hastened to m • 
turity uudsr the moat favorable auspi- 



on. There seemed no danger of frost, 
and no alarm from this cause forced pre 
mature cutting. The crop has generally 
been allowed to ripen and thoroughly 
mature There is little harm from 
worms, and the crop, except a small por- 
tion caught out during the rains, will be 
free from sand and dirt. 

As stated in my Inst report, an OpM 
dry September always secures a crop 
against house-burn and other ailments 
that would follow with a wet and humid 
atmosphere during the cutting and cur- 
ing season. The crop is nearly all safely 
housed, and the very early cutting will 
soon do to strip. Much of it cured on 
the seatlold. The only fear is that a 
good deal of it dried up instead of cured 
up. There is some complaint of sunburn 
on the scaflold and in the patch, but it is 
not very serious. There will be an ab- 
sence of green, frost-bitten and house- 
burned in this crop that will be regarded 
a blessing of Providence, for which we 
should all be thankful. 

The Hurley crop will generally be very 
colory, with good length, and one of the 
most useful crops for general purposes 
for many years. This has been all pro- 
duced by the September weather condi- 
tions, and could not be foretold. Letters 
received from various sections of the 
dark tobacco sections indicate a very fine 
crop. Oood length, well matured, and 
good color and body. 

The open September will insure less 
fired tobacco than has been known for 
many years. 

The leaf widened a good deal under 
the influence of the Septemlier sun, and 
will be a better stemming crop, with 
more wrappcry qualities than was 
thought to be possible September 6th. 
Taking the crop all together, I might 
say it is a crop of general utility, 
luggy than any crop for years past, well 
ripened, good color, good length 
width ; fair to fine texture, but little 
worm eaten; reasonably clear of dirt ; 
clear of green, frost-bitten and house- 
burn. 

The late planting has caught up, and a 
sudden cold snap might catch a little, 
but the crop is too nearly housed and 
cured to fear any serious damage. 

(Mover. — The condition of clover has 
been fully an average. The dry Septem- 
ber, however, baa militated against vig- 
orous growth. The gathering of seed 
will be less than wat anticipated. 

Pastures.— Notwithstanding the exces- 
sive heat of September, pastures are 
holding up very well in all good gra a 
sections. It is raining at this writing, 
and if it should be general, good fall 
pastures will be assured. 

Sorghum. — Condi tiou, compared 
1890, 1 10. 

Oaiden Products — The very dry Sen- 
tential and excessive heat has not been 
favorable to gardens, but there was so 
much moisture in the soil that they have 
been fairly well sustained. 

Hemp. — lleports as to this important 
lint crop vary, some quotiug very high 
aud some very low. There is only 11 
important hemp counties in the State 
Hemp is raised iu about 88 counties, but 
the bulk of the crop comes from Wood- 
ford, Shelby, Scott, Mercer, Lincoln, 
Jessamine, Garrard, Fayette, Clark, Iloylo 
and Uourbon. The condition of the crop i 
as an average is reported at U per cent, 
compared with a gtaal crop. 

SUtck.— The Aphthous fever, which 
was prevalent with cattle some weeks 
ago, has abated. There is little complaint 
of hog cholera. Hogs are going to the 
fattening pen- in good condition. Horses 
aud all kinds of stock have had a short- 
age of old com and other suitable food

n poses for a failure to give the 
a correct statement, says : 
Whatever the farmer may think, the 
law requiring the listing of crop statistics 
was certainly not passed in the interest 
»f speculators. It is of as much value to 
the farmer to know how large a crop of 
corn, oats, tobacco, hemp, barley and 
wheat was produced in his county ami 
Bute as it would be for a speculator. 
The listing by the assessors takes place 
in Septemlier for the crops of the year in 
which listed, and as the returns are not 
made up and forwarded to the Auditor 
by the County Clerks until the following 
spring, and then not ready for a compila- 
tion or any general use for the public 
until sometime during the summer, it is 
difficult to see how the information could 
greatly affect the values of the crops 
listed for the previous year. 

Concerning the penalty failure to give 
the Assessor a correct statement he also 
says: 

Of so much importance for general 
use to the public and for use by the leg- 
islature in matters pertaining to legisla- 
tion was the law deemed requiring the 
listing of statistics that a penalyor for 
failing to do any other act required, or 
for doing one forbidden by the revenue 
law, reads aa follows, Article 12: 

"Hection 8. When no other penalty 
is mentioned * * ■ the penalty in 
all such cases shall not be less than 860 
nor more than $500." This penalty, as 
stated in Hection I of the same article, 
may be enforced either by indictment in 
the Circuit Court of the county or by 
action in any court having competent 
civil common law jurisdiction.
